The last trip 1 took over the Jamci*
River division of the i'licsiipeakv and
Ohio Railroad in it- comfortable
coaches reminded me of my first trip
from Rhtimond to Lynchburg when
travel was by way of packet bontH
on the canal. Comparing the meth¬
ods then and now over this historic
and picturesque route, wc have (rain¬
ed much in time-saving through the
adoption of the railway, and lost
tuiHli i?i other respects, which made
u trip in these tine packets a regular
long drnwn-otit pleasurable cruise
among a lot of genial and companion¬
able persons who made themselves
agreeable in order In lighten the
tedium of a day or two of travel go¬
ing only 150 miles or less.

In their day thesi packet boats
were elaborate affairs, built for the

^ comfort and luxury of their patrons
who were their guests often for a

.lay and a night and longer, wlien
there were unavoidable delays. The
servants were usually bright mulat¬
toes trained in politeness and elliei-
euey in making the travelers com¬
fortable. The sleeping berths were

arranged along the sides of the t..iat
in tiers of three lower, middle and
tipper.and were curtained off. mak¬
ing them private. They were about
like the arrangement we find today
on our sleeping coaches or coast¬
wise Moamers, thotii.li iiot so elab¬
orate in detail.

IleM of Fare.
It was the pride of these clean,

bright spick and span boats that they
provided the best bill <>f fare on their
tables to be found in Virginia, and
this was acknowledged by all who
traveled over the line. Traversing
the riiti James River ValU-v these
boats were always supplied with the
choicest products from the farms,
and could always furnish their ta¬
bles with broil' rs. fat fowls, choice
butter, fresh eggs, milk and cre.rm.
to say nothing (if lamb, veal, tender
steaks and the fre.-ticst vegetables
Jt was also not uncommon fur the
Ixll of fare to Include venison killed
by huntsmen along the route.
No hotel in Richmond could sur¬

pass the splendid meals furnished,
and many persons made the trip be¬
tween l.vncliburg and Richmond for
the sole purpose of a day's recrea¬
tion ami good meals served. The
passenger* had tine lounging-rooms,
music and games in the cabin, and
when the weather was line, spent
much of their time on deck chatting
in group* and enjoying the scenery.
At frequent poit t t !j.- canal w as
crossed by bridges between farms.
Usually they were hhMi enough to
permit the boats to pass under and
carry a passenger seated on deck
without striking him but the steers¬
man always gave warning as he ap¬
proached by Miming out in a loud
voice, "Bridge: bridge!" and when it
was unusually low he would say.
"Bridge! low bridge!"

I'liKtengern 'V mild, 'Illicit.
This warning',*geh*eraljy caused all

on deck to equat very low. and some

doubtful ones would sprawl Hat upon
the deck to hi doubly sure of gel-
ting under safely. Habitual travel¬
ers on canal boats got so accustomed
to ducking when they jeard the word,
"bridge." they sometimes ducked
when there was no bridge.
An old friend who had traveled

upon the packet boats and also on

the liners aeros.v told me that on one

Occasion when crossing tin* ocean he
observed a new-rich woman aiid her
two daughters out o:i deck and who
seemed very anxious to impress hei
fellow-travel..r< vita the dea that
she had traveled extensively bv 'tell¬
ing what a g-.od sail' r .-lie had always
been. Oar frit nd becoming disguested
witli her airs, offered to bet a compan¬
ion that he could demonstrate that she
had never en on anything before
but a canal boat.

SWEET FLOWER GARDEN
IS REMINISCENT OF PAST

Dr. Edward Cunningham Built
Residence More Than

Century Ago.

There is no lack of reminders. in
mlilet form, of tlio places In Kielt-
mon.l where history was made. but
Oieu< are, of course, no outward
signs to mark the spots when, so¬
cial history was made. Yet il Is in
it» social life that Mcltmond, like
New Orleans and Charleston, has loan
been celebrated among American
Cit l«H.
Other towns may truthfully claim

to be larger, richer, and along cer¬
tain linos, more progressive, but they
also admit that the art of gracious
living has reached a standard here
which many of them have not at¬
tained. Of the houses where many
brilliant men and lovely women have
gathered none is mote notable than jthe "old Archer house" at ihe corner
of Sixth and Franklin Streets. It
also ,,ns the gootl fortune to have
remained in the same family during
ii century.

iinilt in isir.,
Kdward Cunningham, grandfather

of Mr. Frank P. Cunningham. built
the house in 1815, and in 18-3 l>r.
< ioorKc Watson, grandfather of the
present owners, bought it from him.
I>r. Wutson. who was a member of
the Watson family of "lonla." in
l.ouisa County, was one of the most
distinguished physicians in the South.
He married a daughter of Joseph
Kiddle, of Alexandria, well-known in
that section of Virginia. There is an
old "ladder-buck" chair in the draw-
jug-room/if the Archer house, brought
there by the Alexandria bride, made
from the same design by the same
man who made chairs, foi Ocneral
Washington at Mount Vernon, only
a few miles away.
Miss Anno Virginia Watson, young¬

est daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Watson,
mauled Major Itobert S. Archer, son
of l>r. Itobert .Archer. Cnlted Slates;
Army, and lived in the house during
a long lifetime. It Is now owned by
Mrs. Ar.Iter's daughters, the MissesArciicr and Mrs. Andrew 11. Chris¬
tian.

McClurg lived at the other
corner, and Oeorge Wythe not much
more than a block away, where Mrs.

Garden of the Dun hip Mouse on Fifth
Street, now owned by Miss Klleii
I Hair, ran the length of its block,
from Franklin to lirace.
The Archer house is massively

built, with triple Moors and bricks
brought from Knglaud, and is the
work of a famous Northern architect
of a century ago, It- A. Mills, who
built the old Wick ham house, now
the Valentine Museum; Monumental
Church, and the Marks house, which
formerly stood at the corner of Fifth

lock. The scare given the passengers
anil tlic loss of time was usually the
extent of damage done.

de Lafayette. A dinner was given for
the marquis In the Kaglc Tavern, be¬
tween Twelfth and Thirteenth Streets,
on Main Street, followed by n bril-
llant ball at Union Tavern, at Nine¬
teenth and Main Streets. The Jiospit-
able houses of the city were all
thrown open for the occasion.

Knlrrliiliu'ii timernl bee.
Hut the greatest and best of all the

visitors to the house has yet to he
mentioned. (leneral Lee. whose en¬
trance Into any house cast a glamor
over it which can never die. was a
frequent and honored guest there be¬
tween 'fil and 'rt5. .Many other of¬
ficer:* and liellcH of war-time Itlcn-
moiid liked to gather there. As gen¬eral Lee's headquarters was only a
block or so away on l-'ranUliii Street,
history was made rapidly in that
i ..iglihorhood during four glorious and
terrible years. The owner of the
house kept ir. her breakfast-room a
bust of President I "avis, by * Salt,
which she was advised to hide sev-
. weeks* b«?for#% Kvuouat h»t\ D«iy.

Among them were Mary Trlp-
lett, afterwards Mrs. llaxall, whose
lovely (ace may still be seen in the
ilrjiwing-room o( the Archer House,
a ltd "Lisssle" Cabell, now Mrs. liitchie,
mother of Governor Itltchl" of Mary¬
land, who presides in "Uovernment
House" at Annapolis today. Mattie
Ould. whose wit and charm hav be¬
come traditions, lived in the neigh¬
borhood and, with the others, was
often at the house.
